Mr. President : Of the powers delegated by the Con- 
jtitution to the government of the United States, there 
are but three by which the right to prohibit any descrip- 
tioa of t ra( te cau Le inferred. One is the power given to 
Congress to regulate commerce with foreign States; an¬ 
other is the power to punish piracy and other offences 
committed on the high seas ; and the third is that provi¬ 
sion of the Constitution which, as it relates in express 
terms exclusively to the importation of slaves into the 
United States, has no application to the matter now be¬ 
fore us. The power of the government of the United 
States to define piracy, and to punish it as felony, I will 
proceed to notice when I consider the second resolution, 
and I will now come at once, Mr. President, to the ques- 
;iun of the power of Congress to regulate commerce with 
foreign nations. The plain interpretation of the Consti¬ 
tution appears to me to be the delegation to the govern¬ 
ment of the United States of the power to regulate the 
commerce between the United States and foreign nations. 
If, therefore, we assume that the power to regulate in¬ 
cludes the power to prohibit, it would confer on the 
government the power to prohibit the slave trade between 
the United States and a foreign country. But the reso¬ 
lutions introduced into this body do not say that it is 
unconstitutional to prohibit by acts of the General 
(iovernment the slave trade between onr own State and 
sny other nation. They only assert the fact that it is 
not constitutional nor within tho province of Congress to 
prohibit that traffic between two foreign countries. No 
commentator on the Constitution of the United States, 
to fur as I have discovered, seems to have taken up the 
question as to how far the power conferred on our govern¬ 
ment to regulate commerce between these States and a 
foreign nation includes the right to interfere in the com¬ 
merce carried on between two other countries distinct 
(rom our own. Justice Story, however, does-touch in¬ 
directly on this feature of the question, when, after stat¬ 
ing his reasons to show that the power to regulate com- 
fmerce included navigation, be sums up by saying: “This 
'power the Constitution extends to commerce with foreign 
[nations, and among the several States and with the Indian 
[tribes. In regard to foreign nations, it is universally 
fadmitted that the words comprehend every species of 
[commercial intercourse. No sort of trade or commerce 
[cbd be carried on between this country and another to 
rwlnch it does not extend.” So that Jusliee Story plainly 
rnnderstocd this delegated power to refer only to the eoni- 
tnerce between the United States and foreign countries, 
land not to the commerce between two foreign nations. 
Now, there are acts of Congress which purpose to infer- 
[fere with the slave trade as carried on between foreign 
jeonntries; and we have at the present moment a cast 
waiting for trial in this district, in which the officers and 
[crew of a vessel are charged with carrying on the traffic

ENGLAND UNFAITHFUL TO PORTUGAL. 

From lhe (London) Statesman. 

Speaking of the task of suppressing the slave trade, 
the Edinburgh Review says, “ We can rely on Portugal 
for faithful companionship in the work before us." When 
this was written,. Portugal had not been compelled by 
bigb-handed menaces to surrender a French slaver whicb 
claimed imperial protection. While England is under 
the government of a minister who approves of the slave 
trade, the question is obviously not whether we can rely 
on Portugal, but whether Portugal can rely on us. In 
the case of the Cbarles-et-Georges, onr government has 
manifestly abandoned an old and faithful ally, and stood 
quietly on one side while a new acquaintance acted to¬ 
wards her on the principles of the code of Dick Turpin, 
rather than on the principles of the code of nations. Bad 
as is the conduct of France, it is a nice question whether 
the conduct of Disraeli & Oo. is not worse. But it is 
only of a piece with the conduct of the men who voted 
for and against the Conspiracy bill; who sanctioned the 
publication of the Ellenborough Manifesto, and withheld 
the reply of Lord Canning ; who permitted the hasty 
and ill-jndged bombardment of Jeddah ; aud who capi¬ 
tulated to General Cass on the question of the right oi 
visit. 

For ns the course pursued by the Derby government 
in the matter of tbe Charles-et-Georges i3 far more im¬ 
portant than the course pursued by France— Tbe govern¬ 
ment of the Emperor has disgraced itself before Europe. 
The hem of the imperial robe has been lifted, and the 
cloven hoof suspected to lurk under its foldsjs revealed in 
all its deformity. The sacrifice of justice on the altar of 
imperial arrogance, in order to farther the slave trade, 
raises a question which must be settled between the 
French people, whose name has been dragged in the mire, 
and tbe French court. With tbat question we have, 
properly speaking, nothing to do. If France chooses to 
be a mark for the scorn of Europe, that is her affair. 
She abolished slavery when she had the power to do so ; 
she has not undertaken to suppress the slave trade. . We 
have. If onr policy since 1832 mean anything, it means 
- t t we hold the slave traffic as illegal and iulamous, and 
iseqaently feel it onr duty to put it down, so far as we 
have the power. We have welcomed allies who have 
taken cr seemed to lake the same view of moral duly. 
What return have we given them ? Their reward is to 
see us idle spectators of a shameful violation of public 
right, and aliuost accomplices in aa flagrant au act of 
high-flying despotism and defiance of justice as ever was 
perpetrated. How dare aDy one say that the master 
spirit who sways the decisions of the Cabinet has not 
made the government of the Queen a tacit partner, not 
only in tbis revival of the slave trade, but in this new 
doctrine that momentous questions of international law 
shall be decided by tbe will of the stronger I

Our government has been invoked to instruct tbe Ame¬ 
rican Minister at Rome to expostulate with the Pontifi¬ 
cal government in regard to the affair of tbe Mortara 
family. Gen. Gass has very properly refused. It is in¬ 
deed true, if foreign Embassies were what they ought to 
be—not hospitals for political cripples nor perquisites of | 
nepotism, but organs for tbe promotion ol international 
civilization and harmony; and if onr foreign Ministers 
were men of ability, and deeply possessed with the true 
spirit of American ideas, then beneficial results for liberty 
and humanity might be effected at many a court in Europe. 
Still, in a case like-tbat referred to, it wonld be a very 
delicate business. Between tbe laws of Rome and any 
subject of the Roman States, the interference of the Ame¬ 
rican Minister must be not official, but officious. The 
French Minister at Rome is reported to have written 
back to bis government that there was no use in farther 
discussion—that the state of the case was one in which 
the Pope had no legal power to interfere with the law. 
Now, suppose the facts of tbe Mortara case to be such 
as tho Jews in tbe United States understand them : 
There would be potent arguments, in harmony with 
Catholic principles, to nrge on the government ol Rome.

THE NOISOME JOHN MITCHEL. 

Among the most consistent philosophers at present 
.-gaged in the support and defence of human slavery, we 
must certainly rank tbat illustrious patriot John Mitchel, 
ibe Irishman, who is at present grinding in the slavehold¬ 
er’s mill at Knoxville, and who will be transferred, when 
bis owners are ready, to the mill at Washington, in which 
the grinding will be worse and the pay proportionately 
• better. Those who are not over-nice in their moral 
notions, who like to behold perversion perfect, and who 
find a fascination in the utter wreck of humanity, will be 
enraptured to learn tbat Mr. John Mitchel kas reached 
the lowest depth of mental degradation, and is now abont 
tbe most beautifully noisome individual connected witb 
the American press. In his way—which is not a very 
fragrant way—be is now positively accomplished. We 
do not thfok that any future offences of his can be ranker 

smell higher than that whicb he has now committed. 
_e is laudably ambitions to sink; but we think that his 
ambition should, and, in the nature of things, must, now 
rest satisfied. When a man honestly believes—and, of 
course, Mr. John Mitchel is honest—in man-stealiug and 
kidnapping, it is exceedingly creditable for him to have 
the moral courage to avow his belief plnmply and plainly, 
without circnmlocotion or extenuation, "lama villain,” 
said the Irish actor in the barn, with knit brow and 
general truculent physiognomy. “ That's a fact 1 ” ex¬ 
claimed some admirmg critic in tbe auditorium. “ Yon 
lie 1 ” responded the indignaDt histrion. But Mr. John 
does not so answer when his Trank avun-al meets witb a* 
similar response. He pots on his sweetest smile, makes 
his best bow, and bkmdly acknowledges that he is a vil¬ 
lain and proud of his villauy—a traitor and proud of his 
treason—a kidnapper and proud of his kidoapping. His 
brazen boldness is the most delicious thing of the kind 
which has ever come to our knowledge, except through 
the pages of Jonathan Wild the Great, Paul Clifford, or 
the Newgatq Calendar. He makes ns think of tbe old 
Border Ruffian school of Scotland who “ sae rantingly, 
3ae dantingiy ” danced around tbe gallows-tree. We are 
indebted to him in tbis prosaic time for a new sensation. 
A champion of Irish emancipation, transmogrified into a 
“ nigger-driving Yankee,” aud still yearning for new 
gangs and fresh “ niggers,” is an object for any travelling 
menagerie, and cannot be gazed upon without awe, and 
other sensations too numerous and too peculiar to be 
mentiohed. 

We do not know that onr readers wiii be at all sur¬ 
prised when they learn that this Irish patriot has platoly 
avowed himseli the champion of the African slave trade. 
He is more Southern than the extremeat Southern soldier 
of slavery; and, like most converts of the kind, he makes 
an ass of himself in avowing his conversion. Southern 
gentlemen, who have heretofore deluded themselves into 
the belief tbat they were tolerably faithfal to the Institu¬ 
tion, are lectured with immense severity by this Irish 
brave, and are reminded by him, with more vigor than 
modesty, of their duties. They are told, in fact, that they 
lack “ pluck,” which is, we suppose, the most mortal insuit 
which can be offered to onr genuine Southron ; that until 
they come ont boldly for piracy—that is, for what the 
civilized world has agreed to consider piracy—they are a 
set of Wooden Spoons, talking much, it is true, about 
chivalry, but without one particle of chivalry in their com¬ 
position. Such frankness is delightfal to us, bat tbe flesh- 
mongers of the South, who have done their beat to be 
oad, and have honorably struggled to be models of in¬ 
humanity, may think it a little unkind and altogether un¬ 
deserved. For our own part, although South Carolina 
has small love for us, we will not stand calmly by and 
bear ber thus slandered without saying a good word in 
ber defence. We say plainly to John Mitchel that he 
does the slaveholders gi oss injustice. We do not believe 
that they lack a relish lor piracy. On the contrary, we 
believe they would engage in it with commendable 
alacrity, if they thought it wonld pay expenses. They

Smith, the Ameri¬ 
can Minister, assures the Cardinal-Secretary that the 
case can hardly be so bad as represented; that instances ] 
of thus rending slaves from their families are rare in the 
United States, etc., etc., etc. The Cardinal hands him 
a paper, signed by the Mayor of Washington, setting 
forth the facts, and certifying the good character of Cnffy 
and his family. He then renews his solicitations that the 
United States government will take steps in tbe matter. 
We will Dot follow Mr. Smith in his explanations of 
how it is that the United States government has do legal 
power to remedy so great a wrong within its own bounds; 
nor the perplexity of the Cardinal as to bow it can be, 
in a country truly great, truly just and truly free, that 
such injustice can be done, and yet no earthly remedy be 
possible. Before the case of Cuffy and his family could 
be dropped from the conversation, we may be sure tbat 
Mr. Smith wonld have dropped all intention of remon¬ 
strating with too great severity against the old Roman 
laws in regard to tbe relations of Christians and Jews. 
Mr. Smith could only plead as a distinction : “ The Jew 
' i a white man 1 ’’ and the Cardinal wonld answer him: 

Cuffy and bis black children are Christians! ” 

Two wrongs do not create a right; nevertheless, onr 
illustration proves our point, that every government has 
‘wn embarrassing questions, and tbat outside interfer- 
nrinst be very delicate, and very guarded, if it would 
to a beneficial solution. The government of the 
United Stales, with all its power, has no legal way to 
restore to Cuffy his Christian wife and children. It is 
equally possible that the government of Rome has no 
legal way to secure the Jew Mortara from the results of 
bis own breach of civil law, forbidding him to keep a 
Christian nurse for Mb Jewish children. 


THE UNDERGROUND RAILROAD, SOUTH. 

Correspondence of The New York Tribune. 

Wheeling, Va., Nov. 29,1858. 

The pnblic are frequently informed of travelling on 
tbe Underground Railroad ; bnt these journeys are always 
reported, as proceeding northward. The trips in tbe 
Southern-direction are seldom reported. Some account 
of one 1 proceed to lay before your readers. 

About six years ago, a tavern-keeper in the city of 

Wheeling, Ya., bad four or Hvc negroes, mala aul i'-molo, 

living abont his honse and working in his stables and 
kiteten. Only one of them—a blind man—was believed 
to be a slave ; the others were young, and were under¬ 
stood to be bonnd to him, either by the County Court or 
their former guardians, for a term of years, after which 
they would be free. One of these negroes, a boy named 
Alick, disappeared suddenly. Various surmises existed 
about his late. At length the fact leaked out that his 
master bad sent him down the Mississippi river by an 
agent and sold him into life slavery. Legal proceedings 
were instituted against the tavern-keeper, which were 
terminated by the restoration of Alick from captivity, aDd 
his liberation from further servitude with tbe tavern- 
keeper. 

Some weeks ago a sheriff’s exeention was laid upon 
the property of the tavern-keeper at the suit of a younger 
brother. A compromise was effected between tbe con¬ 
tending brothers, by which tbe tavern-keeper agreed to 
vacate the premises. Meantime, a negro woman named 
Mag, who worked in tbe kitcheD, about 25 years old, witb 
her two children disappeared, mysteriously. W hat has 
become of Mag ? This question was asked by the neigh¬ 
bors after her departure, bnt no satisfactory answer was 
obtained. The children of Mag exhibit prima facie evi¬ 
dence of being born to a white man. Parties who know 
state positively that Mag is not a slave, but was bound 
to the tavern-keeper for six years, and tbat this time has 
long expired. If this be true, and I know no reason to 
doubt it, Mag and her children were free. I would also 
state that tbe tavern-keeper never claimed Mag as a 
slave; 

A traveller coming up the Ohio river toward Wheel¬ 
ing has brought some information about Mag. He states 
that she was decoyed from ber home at the instance of 
her master, by the information that she and her children 
were about to be sold for debt; hat if she wonld go 
down to Moundsville (twelve miles below Wheeling on 1 
the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad) on the cars, she could 
escape from thence across the Ohio river into Ohio, and. 
get a good situation. She accordingly fled with her chii-1 
dren, believing she wa3 escaping from slavery and her 
master’s whip by a cleverly concerted plot. Alas, for 
negro’s expectation! Arrived at Moundsville, she ws 
attended by her conductor, and taken into a ferryboat. 
But the moment she went on board she discovered the 
steamer was bound south, and was made a prisoner with

SLAVERY OR BANISHMENT. 

Two bills are before the Legislature of North Carolina, 
now in session, introduced by Col. Humphrey, of Onslow, 
at the request, as we are told, of many of his constituents, 
and also of many citizens of other portions of the State. 
These bills are worthy of attention, as belonging to the 
history of the malignant and dastardly persecution of tbe 
free colored people of the Southern Scates, which forms 
— striking a feature in that new development of civilizu- 
m in progress in those States, and of which the iostitu- 
in of slavery is made the basis and corner-stone. 

The first of these bills provides that if auy free person 
of color shall immigrate into the State—that is to say, 
shall come into it from another State—it shall be the 
dnty of the sheriff or any constable of tbe county int6 
which he shall come to arrest him, bring him before the 
chairman of tbe Court of Pleas and Quarter Sessions, 
who shall demand of him a bond, in the sum of one thou¬ 
sand dollars, to be signed by himself and some approved 
citizen of the State, conditioned for hfe immediate re¬ 
moval. Should he be nnable to give this bond, he Shall 
be committed to the public jail, with an order to the 
sheriff to expose him to public sale to the highest bidder 
at the court-boose door of bis county, after giving four 
weeks’ notice of the sale ; the purchaser to exercise over 
him all tbe rights of ownership for one year. In the 
course of that year he may still give the bond above men¬ 
tioned, if he can, to take effect at the expiration of his 
year of servitude; but, in case be fails to do so, he is to 
be returned to tbe sheriff', who, after six weeks’ notice, is 
tn prncpf-jl to sell him as a slave for life, the money arisins 
Irom such sale to be appropriated to the benefit of the 
Common Schools of the county. The bill then proceeds 1 
to provide tbat two years shall be allowed to all the free 
peisons of color now in the State to remove therefrom; 
foiling to do which, they shall be forthwith arrested and 
proceeded against, as is above provided in the case of 
emigrants. To bring any free person of color within the 
State in a vessel or otherwise, or to induce, aid or assist 
any free person of color to come within the limits of the I 
State, is made a misdemeanor, punishable by fine of from 
five hundred to five thousand dollars; bat cooks or other 
hands employed on board vessels are excepted from this 
provision. 

The other bill, intended as a counterpart to the first, 
graciously concedes to tbat part of the free colored popu¬ 
lation above the age of fourteen the privilege of becom¬ 
ing slaves by the choice of their own masters, with the 
further additional privilege of not being subject to forced 
sales for any debt incurred by or judgment rendered 
against tbe chosen master prior to the period of enslave¬ 
ment. The mothers of children under tiie age of fourteen 
are to have a similar privilege of selecting masters for 
their children. If the mother be dead, the same power is 
to be exercised in their behalf by their “ next friend.” 

Tbe author of this bill seems to anticipate that the 
choice of masters under it might be rather nominal than 
real, and accordingly he has taken some pains to guard 
against “fraud or collusion.” The person desirous to 
select an owner is to set forth his wish and the name of 
his selected owner in a petition to the Court of Pieas 
and Qaarter Sessions, which, after four weeks public 
notice of such petition, by posting .the same at the door 
of the court-house, is to summon before it the petitioner, 
the subscribing witnesses to the petition, and the person 
designated as master; and if, after a fall examination (the 
County Solicitor being present and aetfog as advocate for 
the petitioner, for which he is to receive a fee of $10 — 
the same fee allowed by the Fugitive Slave law), the 
Court shall be satisfied tbat there is no fraud or collusion 
between the parties, that the proposed master is a person 
of good repute, and that there is no reason to the contrary, 
it shall have power to make a decree vesting in the per¬ 
son so chosen as master the property and ownership of 
the petitioner, the same as if said petitioner had been born 
a slave to the master so chosen. 

The two acts taken together give to the free colored 


THE UNITED STATES AND HAYTI.

The details of a grievance said to have been snsiainee. j 
lately by the Haytien Government at the hands of t>" 
Washington Cabinet have jost transpired, and seem igg 
without importance, although the case will probablyf^a 
found to have arisen from the absence of safSefest-eif^B 
nations. About a year back a party of American t 
zens established themselves in the island of Navaza, ab« 

30 miles from the Haytien coast, and which is claimed’.: i 
a dependency of tbat country. Tbeir object was to ship 
cargoes of an inferior kind of gnano fonnd in great abun¬ 
dance there. On learning the facts the Haytien govern¬ 
ment sent two commissioners to examine. They found a 
regular establishment, consisting of a wharf, boats, 
houses and fifty workmen, provided with a eonple of four- 
pounders and other weapons, aDd that gnano was beiDg 
actively collected. Thereupon, the Haytien government 
seat a formal protest to tho American agent at Port-au- 
Prince, to be forwarded to Washington, and waited the 
an-ival of orders to the interlopers to withdraw. On the 
15th of August last, however, two American men-of-war, 
the Saratoga and another, visited Hayti, and notified 
that, so far from the Washington Cabinet having any in¬ 
tention to comply with tbe request made, the vessels had 
come to protect the alleged intruders, aDd to warn the 
government of Hayti not to interfere with them. The 
gronnd assigned was that by an act of Congress of the 
18th of August, 185$, the Amerii an government bad 
been authorized to protect citizens of tbe United States 
who may discover gnano in any island “ not within the 
lawful jurisdiction of aDy other government.” Having 
given this notice, the Saratoga, without waiting any reply, 
sailed off. The Haytien government then sent a new 
protest to Washington, aDd in this position the affair at 
preeent stands. It is evident from the notice given by 
the Saratoga that the United States are disposed to deny 
the Haytien jurisdiction. On the other hand, Hayti as¬ 
serts that upon that point, from hiatoric precedents and 
actual facts, there can be qnestion. Happily, matters of 
this description are now beyond the possibility of perma¬ 
nent dispute, since the laws that regulate them are well 
defined. The United StateB showed in tbe analogous 
chse tbat occurred with Pern abont five years back that 
they were prepared to deal with snch cases according to 
exact aDd literal interpretations, and there is reason to 
anticipate that, if the Haytien proofs are as irrefragable 
"s they are represented and believed to be, there will be 
3 resolution to set them at defiance merely by the exer- 
ae of the strong hand. 

SLAVE-HUNTING IN OHIO. 

From Th« Free South. 

Friend Bailey : There was quite a stir among the 
colored population of Zanesville yesterday and last night, 
on account of the appearance of some “ Southern Bloodsj” 
in our city on Wednesday last, having ventured into our 
“ FREE STATE,” aDd even into our city, on an errand 
disgraceful to our country and much more to humanity. 
They were on hot trails of seven runaway negroes, who, 
they declare, ran away from their owners, contrary to 
the laws of the United States; bnt who, I presume, 
thought they had worked for their masters long enough 
take recess. 

These Southern gentlemen were well acquainted with 
their business. They were as well trained as tbe thirty- 
three hounds of “ Fitz Patrick ” who were enlisted into 
the United States Army, in 1840, to drive the negroc-s ont 
of the swamps of Florida, bat they seemed to bo no bet¬ 
ter “ scenters ” than were those “ Havana dogs.” If the 
perfome of the negroes ,wus aa strong as many whites 
would represent, they were close enough to their prey to 
have inhaled several snuffs strong enough to make them 
—-eeze. 

They effected an entrance into the city and bad Marshal 
Laughlun aDd other officers harnessed and under lively 
operation before the colored folks smelt the rat. 

Ou Saturday night, some five or six men were seen 
passing and repassing the honse of Wash Parker, a 
colored man, the husband and father of the woman and 
three children, who were in such’a hurry on their flight 
that they would not stop to give the old man a friendly 
salutation. It was rumored that the officers and slave- 
hunters were going to ransack Parker’s house last night. 

He lives about oue mile fn. - town. Last night large 
groups of big, stout bla.i. i. u were Been crossing the 
lower bridge, ou their way towards Parker’s. 

I am credibly informed that Parker was apprised of 
the intended visit, which caused him to set bis house in 
ofder, and prepare himself to give tbe U. S. Marshal and 
the slave-hunters a warm and hearty reception with a 
salute of thirteen gons. Tbe slaveholders spent tbeir time 
pacing the floor in the office at the Stacy Honse, telling 
their monstrous yarns, smoking the best cigars, faring 
sumptuously every day ; while oar officers (the poor ser¬ 
vants of the Slave Power) were ploughing through the deep 
mud, over hills and valleys in torrents of rain, hunting— 
what? A brother, a sister gasping, panting, struggling 
for the air of a free country. What is the difference 
between Ohio being a slave State and ber giving the 
slaveholder power to hunt down, catch and hold his slaves 
in the State ? For my part I see none. O! my country! 
my country 1 J. McM. Simpson.

EATING HIS LEEK. 

From The London Inquirer. • 

Whatever his faults, the Emperor of the French is, at 
least within a certain narrow range, a sagacious politician. 

He knows that there are times when it is better to “ eat 
hi3 leek ” than to stand defiantly upon his dignity. The 
case of the Charles-et-Georges ha3 excited soBtroDg a feel¬ 
ing of iodiguation that even tbe great despot of modern 
Europe has felt obliged to yield to pnblic opinion. The 
concession might have been made earlier, and in a more 
graceful way ; but such as it is, we accept it thankfully, 
without too closely scrntioiz'ug the secret motives at 
work. In the letter addressed to his cousin, who is 
charged with the ministry of Algeria aod the Colonies, 
the Emperor attempts to make people believe that he was 
altogether ignorant of the true character of the trade in 
whioh the vessel was engaged. If it was mdeed the slave 
trade, he observes, with charming innocence, he wonld 
have none of it, on any terms, “ for enterprises contrary 
to progress, humanity and civilization will find no pro¬ 
tector in me ”—a fine sentiment, which past and present 
experience does not induce us to accept with implicit cre¬ 
dulity. He maintains that he demanded the restoration 
of the vessel only in order to preserve intact the indepen¬ 
dence of the national flag, and he begs his cousin to in¬ 
quire carefully into the so-called “free enlistment” of 
laborers on the African coast. As to the principle of 
i blacks, “ his ideas are far from fixed,” bnt 

tLc vrLule, that tbo beat mode of putting an 

end to continual causes of conflict would be to substitute 
tbe free labor of the Indian coolies for that of the negroes. 

The note is chiefly remarkable as betokening the desire 
of the Emperor to back out from the complications tbat 
might be created by his arrogant demeanor towards Por¬ 
tugal, and to keep od good terms with th:s country, the 
strength and sincerity of whose opposition to the slave 
trade in auy form he had probably under-estimated. The 
Emperor, however, has eaten bis leek with as good grace 
as can be expected under tbe circumstances; and though 
we could have wished tbat he had given this explanation 
at an earlier date, instead of rudely insulting a weaker 
Power, yet his letter may well be accepted as a significant 
concession to the power of pnblic opinion. 

It remains for ns to take good care that our own coolie 
trade does not partake of the most obnoxious features of 
the French emigration system. Now that the French 
government signify their wish to reap its advantages, 
great temptations will be held out to unprincipled adven¬ 
turers, and there will be tbe danger of a secret slave trade 
growing np under our own protection, in a different form 
and name, bnt partaking of the same atrocious evils as 
the African scheme. We should be the most contempti¬ 
ble hypocrites if we indulge in the cheap luxury of in¬ 
veighing against a wrong committed by other Powers, 
while we may be detected in carrying out, for our own 
advantage, a system partaking of the same essential fea- 
‘—- of cruelty and oppression.
